Claim 1 



Claim 1 meets the requirements of PCT Articles 33(2) to 
33(4) with regard to novelty, inventive step and 
industrial applicability . 



Since the features in independent claim 1 are not 
mentioned in their entirety in any of the documents in 
the search report or the description, the subject matter 
of claim 1 is novel. 

The invention is based on the prior art as described in 
document US5377881A (Dl) . It concerns a pump for 
dispensing a fluid product comprising a pump body, a pump 
chamber, at least one piston that slides inside the said 
pump chamber in order to dispense the fluid product, a 
dispensing orifice, and a valve that cooperates with the 
said dispensing orifice, the said valve being movable 
and/or ductile between a position for closing the 
dispensing orifice and a position for opening the 
dispensing orifice, the said valve being stressed

elastically towards its closed position, the pump 
comprising a single elastic element, such as a spring, 
capable of returning the said at least one piston to its 
resting position after operation and for stressing the 
said valve towards its closed position. 



The dispensing pump according to the invention is 
different from this prior art in that the said pump body 
is made of one piece with the said valve. 



The particular structure of this constituent element of 
the device is neither known from the prior art cited in 
the search report nor considered by a person skilled in 
the art to be an immediate or obvious choice. This 
particular structure makes it possible to achieve the 
objective of providing a pump for dispensing a fluid 
product that is simple and inexpensive to produce and 
assemble and is composed of a minimal number of 
constituent parts . 

Consequently, the dispensing pump according to claim 1 is 
considered to involve an inventive step. 



The subject matter of claim 1 can work and can be made, 
therefore the dispensing pump is industrially applicable. 



Claims 2 to 16 



Claims 2 to 16 concern particular embodiments of the 
dispensing pump described in claim 1. Hence, they also 
fulfil the requirements of PCT Articles 33(2) to(4).
